This list, sponsored by the Entomological Society of 
America, contains all common names approved by the 
Society for insects and other invertebrate animals com- 
monly included in the field of entomology. It supersedes 
the last of eight earlier lists' sponsored by the Society and 
by the former American Association of Economic 
Entomologists. 


Although this list supersedes the earlier lists, it should 
be noted that this is essentially a new edition of the 1955 
list. Names have been added and other changes made 
either where they were required by action of the Com- 
mittee and Society or because of improved knowledge of 
taxonomy. Authors’ surnames are given in full in 
accordance with a decision? announced earlier. 


Notice is here given that the common names proposed 
for families and higher groups in section III of the 1955 
list and the proposed changes published in the December, 
1959, BULLETIN OF THE ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF 
AMERICA now have final approval and are therefore 
incorporated in the present list. 


The Committee on Common Names of Insects has at- 
tempted to establish and maintain standards by which 
names proposed for addition to the official list are to be 
accepted or rejected. Published recommendations® have 
served as general guides for the present Committee. In 
1953 A. B. Gurney reviewed the rules and recommenda- 
tions concerning common names. His summary, somewhat 
modified, is presented here for the guidance of those 
having questions about the present list or wishing to 
propose additions: 


1. Included species will in most cases inhabit the United 
States, Canada, or their possessions and territories. In 
special cases other species may be added. 


2. The list is intended for those insects and other 
invertebrates which commonly are of concern to ento- 
mologists because of their economic importance, striking 
appearance, abundant occurrence, or for any other sufficient 
reason. 


3. Where possible, more than three words should be 
avoided in a common name, but four are permissible if 
reasons are sufficient. 


4. In the case of names having two parts, one of them 
a group name, a separate word will be used for the group 
name when used in a sense that is systematically correct. 
Example: “house fly,” as contrasted with ‘“dobsonfly.” 


5. The use of parts of the scientific name in the common 
name is undesirable unless the words involved are thor- 
oughly established by usage as a common name. 


6. Only in special cases should a species have more 
than one common name.

7. In the case of insects warranting special concern in 
both the larval and adult stages the name preferably 
should be one suggested by the appearance or habits of 
the more important or better-known stage or by the one 
for which usage has established the better name. 


8. In all cases involving the adoption of new common 
names or changes in those previously established, the 
fullest consideration should be given to past usage and 
probable future usage. If practical, the considered opinions 
of entomologists experienced with the insects concerned 
should be obtained before names are proposed. Members 
who wish to recommend new names or changes in existing 
names should accept the responsibility for making the 
necessary investigation. All available evidence, both for 
and against, on the appropriateness of and need for each 
proposed name should accompany the proposal when it 
is submitted to the Committee Chairman. 


Following receipt of a proposal, the Committee con- 
siders the evidence and votes on the case. Proposals 
receiving Committee approval (at least seven of the nine 
committeemen must approve) are published in the 
BULLETIN OF THE ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF AMERICA. 
Any Society member disapproving a proposal may send 
his objections and evidence opposing the proposal to the 
Committee in the 30-day period after publication. If 
substantial objections to a prepesal are received, the 
committee reconsiders the case and makes a final decision. 
Notice of final adoption or rejection of the proposal is 
then published in a later BULLETIN oF THE ENTOMO- 
LOGICAL Society or America. The essential features of 
the foregoing procedures are provided for by the By-Laws 
of the Society. 


The scientific names in this list have been checked by 
taxonomists in the Entomology Research Division, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, except those in a few restricted 
groups on which outside panes have been consulted. 
The scientific names shown are those said to be in current 
use. 


In the first two sections of the list each name is ac- 
companied by a symbol composed of a Roman numeral 
and a number or a letter and a number. These symbols 
refer to the order and family groups listed in section III. 


Phyla, classes, orders, and families are listed in Section 
III. The phyla and classes are arranged systematically. 
Orders ot families are arranged alphabetically under the 
appropriate classes. Each non-insect order is assigned a 
Roman numeral (followed, in symbolizing individual 
species, by a hyphen); each insect order a Be of the 
alphabet. Families are numbered consecutively according 
to their alphabetical arrangement. Thus the systematic 
position of any species may be determined by noting the 
accompanying symbol and referring to section III.

The Committee on Common Names of Insects has ap- 
proved 42 proposals on common names for insects. These 
include 36 for adding species to the list, five to change 
common names, and one to drop a name. Members are 
requested to indicate disapproval of any of these proposals 
within 30 days after receipt of this issue of the BULLETIN. 
Reasons for disapproval should be included. Final adoption 
of the ae pene is withheld pending consideration of any 
substantial objections submitted. 


Proposals Affecting Names Now on the Official List 


Ectobius pallidus (Olivier), Leucophaea maderae (Fabric- 
ius), Pycnoscelus surinamensis (Linnaeus), and Supella

Rhyacionia frustrana (Comstock) - U33. Now on the 
list as “Nantucket pine moth.” It is proposed that the 
name be altered to “Nantucket pine tip moth” since the 
latter name is being more commonly used by forest 
entomologists and is more descriptive of the biology of 
the species. 


Pogonomyrmez barbatus (F. Smith) - W14. This species 
has been on the list since 1925 as the “red harvester ant.” 
P. barbatus var. molefaciens (Buckley) has been listed 
since 1950 as the ‘“Texas harvester ant.” Since taxonomists 
are now treating this “variety” as a full gma of 
P. barbatus, we have two common names for this species. 
‘Red harvester ant” having had wider usage, it is proposed 
that ‘‘Texas harvester ant” be dropped from the list.
